All such information shall be referred by the Buil 
ing Inspector to the Superintendent of Streets, and no 
permit shall be issued until the Superintendent of Streets she 
have given to the Building Inspector his approval and opinion in 
writing that the proposed drainage will be adequate for the 
purpose and may be employed without overtaxing any public — 
drainage facilities involved or creating drainage problems at 
other locations. The Superintendent of Streets’ approval may be — 
conditioned upon the use of such drainage facilities only within — 
certain hours and in such case any permit issued by the Build ing 
Inspector shall be so conditioned. 


Enclosure 


Every outdoor residential swimming pool shall be completely — 
surrounded at all times whether or not the same be filled with — 
water, by a fence or wall not less than five feet in height, except — 
that fences or walls in existence at the time this ordinance be- 
comes effective shall satisfy this requirement if they are not — 
Jess than four feet in height. Each such fence or wall shall be so _ 
constructed as not to have openings, holes or gaps larger than 
four inches in any dimension except for doors and gates and ex- 
cept for picket fences in which case however, the gaps between 
pickets shall not exceed four inches. . 


All fences shall be of wood or chain link or approved equal. 
Every fence shall be substantially anchored to posts set into 
the ground. Wood posts to be set in the two feet and metal 
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posts shall be surrounded by concrete sufficient to structurally 
anchor posts. A building may be used as part of such enclosure. 


All gates or doors opening through such enclosure shall be 
of not less than the same height as the fence or wall and shall 
be equipped with a self-closing and self-latching device located 
not more than one foot below the top of the fence or wall for 
keeping the door gate or door securely closed at all times when 
not in actual use, except that the door of any dwelling which 
forms a part of the enclosure need not be so equipped. Each 
such gate or door shall be kept locked at all times when the 
swimming pool enclosure is not in use. Sixty days after enact- 
ment of this law, the provisions of this section shall apply to 
pools already in existence. 

Lighting 

All lighting of an outdoor residential pool or its enclosure shall 
be directed at the pool and the source of the light shall be 
shielded from view from any street or adjoining property. No 


such lighting or wiring therefore, shall be installed without a 
permit from the Wiring Inspector. 


Applicability of Sections 


The provisions of these sections excepting under “Inclosure” 
shall not become applicable to residential swimming pools in 
existence on the date of enactment of said sections until the 
date six months subsequent to such date of enactment. 


Set-Backs 


Every outdoor residential swimming pool hereafter constructed 
shall be set back not less than the requirements for Accessory 
Structures under the V-B special regulations for front side and 
rear lot lines of the premises on which it is constructed. The 
set-back distance shall be measured to the nearest point of the 
pool including overflow gutters but exclusive of walk-ways or 
other poolside areas. No water shall be put into any pool until 
an occupancy permit is issued by the Building Inspector.

The office will 
become vacant following a declaration of disability by the Goy- 
ernor himself or by the Chief Justice and a majority of the Associate 
Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, or such other body as the 
Legislature may provide.

The proposed law provides that the official ballot in the biennial 


_ State election for the year 1970 shall contain a question asking the 


voters whether there shall be a convention in 1971 to (1) revise, 
alter or amend the constitution of the Commonwealth on the follow- 
ing subjects, insofar as they relate to the structure of government, 
and no others: the Executive Branch; the General Court; the Execu- 
tive Council; the government of cities, towns and counties and their 
relationship to each other and to the government of the Common- 
wealth; (2) simplify and rearrange the constitution, and (3) pro- 
vide methods of amendment thereof. The question will state that 
the convention shall not consider or propose any measure which 
relates to the Massachusetts Declaration of Rights, the provisions 
of the Massachusetts constitution concerning the “Judiciary Power” 
(other than provisions respecting the Executive Council), or any 
of the excluded matters enumerated in Article XLVIII, II, Section 2 
of the Massachusetts constitution. The question will fix the num- 
ber of delegates to the convention at 150, of whom 20 members 
shall be members of the General Court; the remaining 130 mem- 
bers shall be elected by the voters in the manner summarized 
below. The question will also state that the convention shall con- 
clude its business not later than 120 days from its first session. 


The proposed law provides that if a majority of the votes on the 
foregoing question is in the affirmative, the convention shall be held 
in July, 1971 to revise, alter or amend the constitution on the 
matters enumerated above only. The House of Representatives and 
the Senate shall each elect as delegates 10 of its members, not more 
than 6 from each branch coming from the same political party. Of 
the remaining 130 delegates, 10 shall be elected at large and 120 
shall be elected from the 40 senatorial districts, 3 from each. Pro- 
vision is made for the manner of nominating and electing these 130 
delegates, without party or political designation, for filling vacancies 
occurring in the position of any delegate, from whatever source 
chosen, and for the conduct of the convention’s business. 


Any revisions, alterations and amendments of the Massachusetts 
constitution adopted by the convention shall be submitted to the 
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people at the State election in 1972 for their ratification and adop- — 


tion in such manner as the convention may direct. If a majority of 
the people voting thereon ratify and adopt such revision, alteration 
or amendment, the constitution shall be deemed to be changed ac- 
cordingly.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the town of Millis for the period from 
May 13, 1965, the date of the previous audit, to June 20, 1967, 
and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the town 
_ Or committing bills for collection, were examined and reconciled 
with the books and reports in the town accountant’s office and 
with the records of the town treasurer. 
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The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined 
and checked. The receipts as recorded were checked with the 
available departmental records and with the treasurer's books, 
while the payments were compared with the treasury warrants 
authorizing the disbursement of town funds. 


The ledgers were analyzed, the appropriation accounts were 
checked with the amounts voted by the town as shown on the 
town clerk’s records of town meetings, the transfers from the re- 
serve fund were compared with the amounts authorized by the 
finance committee, while other accounts were checked with the 
records of the various departments in which the transactions 
originated. A trial balance was taken off, the many necessary 
adjusting and correcting entries were made, and a balance sheet, 
showing the. financial condition of the town on June 20, 1967, 
was prepared and is appended to this report. 


Considerable difficulty was encountered in proving the general 
ledger accounts of the former town accountant due to the fact 
that no true trial balance of accounts had been made by the town 
accountant since the previous examination, thus allowing numer- 
ous posting errors and omissions to occur. 


It is recommended that the new town accountant prove the 
general ledger by taking off a trial balance of the accounts at 
least monthly. 


As may be seen from the appended balance sheet, there are 
several appropriation overdrafts as of June 20, 1967, contrary to 
Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws, the greater part of which 
could have been avoided by the proper funding of temporary loans 
in anticipation of State and county reimbursements for Chapter 81 
and 90 highway projects and in anticipation of Federal grants for 
the sewage treatment plant. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The cash book was added, and the receipts 
as recorded were analyzed and compared with the records of the 
several departments collecting money for the town and with other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury. The 
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payments were checked with the warrants of the selectmen 
authorizing the disbursement of town funds and with the town 
accountant’s records. 


The treasurer's cash balance on June 20, 1967 was proved by 
actual count of the cash in the office, by examination of a savings 
bank book, by verification of the certificate of deposit, and by re- 
conciliation of the bank balances with certificates and statements 
furnished by the banks of deposit. 


The interest received on invested general cash was proved by 
an analysis of the purchases and sales of the certficates of deposit. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
compared with the amounts falling due and were checked with 
the cancelled securities and coupons on file. The outstanding 
coupons were listed and reconciled with statements showing 
the balances held by the banks of deposit. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the trust 
and investment funds in the custody of the town treasurer were 
examined and listed. The income and withdrawals were proved, 
and the transfers to the town were verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined. The amounts transferred to the tax title account 
were compared with the tax collector's books, the tax title re- 
demptions and sales of tax possessions were checked with the 
treasurer's recorded receipts, the foreclosures were verified, and 
the tax titles and tax possessions on hand June 20, 1967 were 
listed, reconciled with the controlling accounts in the account- 
ants ledger, and compared with the records at the Registry of 
Deeds. 


The records of payroll deductions for Federal and State taxes, 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield, group insurance and the county 
retirement system were examined and checked in detail, and the 
payments to the proper agencies were verified. 
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It is recommended that all necessary deductions for Blue Gross 


and Blue Shield and group insurance premiums be made before — 


the premium due dates. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined — 
and checked in detail. The taxes, excise, and assessments out- — 
standing at the time of previous examination, as well as all sub- — 


sequent commitments, were audited and reconciled with the 


assessors warrants. The payments to the treasurer were checked — 


with the treasurer's cash book, the recorded abatements were 


compared with the assessors records of abatements granted, the — 


transfers to the tax title account were checked, and the outstand- 


ing accounts were listed and reconciled with the respective ledger — 


controls. The cash balance on June 20, 1967 was proved by re- 


conciliation of the bank balance with a statement and certificate — 


furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual count of the cash 
in the office. 


The commitments of departmental and water charges were 
examined and checked. The recorded payments to the treasurer 
were compared with the treasurer's cash book, the abatements 
were verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and re- 
conciled with the respective ledger accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, sewer, and water 
accounts was made by mailing notices to a number of persons 
whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 


The assessors’ computations of the tax rates for the years 1965, 
1966 and 1967 were examined and checked. The records of abate- 
ments granted by the board of assessors were examined and 
checked with the books of the tax collector and the town account- 
ant, while the warrants to the collector were listed and compared 
with the detailed commitment lists. 


The records of apportioned sewer and water assessments were 
examined. The payments in advance and the amounts added to 
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taxes were verified, while the apportionments due in future years 
were listed and proved with the town accountant’s ledger accounts. 


It is again recommended that the assessors promptly notify the 
tax collector of all abatements granted, and that they report these 


_ abatements to the town accountant at least monthly. 


The surety bonds of the officials required to file them for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to 
be in proper form. 


The financial records of the town clerk pertaining to dog and 
sporting licenses issued, as well as to miscellaneous receipts, were 
examined. The payments to the State were checked with the 


receipts on file and the payments to the treasurer were compared 


with the treasurer's cash book. The cash balance was proved by 
actual count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The town clerk’s records of financial votes passed at town meet- 
ings were checked with the town accountant’s ledger and recon- 
ciled with the aggregates used by the assessors in the recapitula- 
tion of the 1965, 1966 and 1967 tax rates. 


The records of departmental collections by the selectmen, the 
sealer of weights and measures, and the building and wire in- 
spectors, as well as by the police, health, sewer, highway, school 
and library departments, and by all other departments collecting 
money for the town, were examined and checked. The payments 
to the town treasurer were verified and the cash on hand in the 


_ several departments was proved by actual count. 


It is recommended that the school lunch program discontinue 
the savings bank account and pay all receipts over to the town 


treasurer each week or oftener. This procedure would have elim- 


inated the overdrawn balance in the school lunch program shown 
on the appended balance sheet. 


The records of guarantee deposits for water connections were 


examined. The recorded deposits, the transfers to the town to 


cover the cost of work done, and the amounts refunded to de- 
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positors were verified and proved with the treasurer's and the town 
accountant’s books, and the deposits on hand were listed and 
proved. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this’ 
report tables showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, 
summaries of the tax, excise, assessment, tax title, tax possession, 
departmental, and water accounts, as well as schedules showing the 
condition and transactions of the trust and investment funds. 


I wish to express appreciation, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, for the cooperation received from the town officials 
while engaged in making the audit.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The board of selectmen held a special organizational meeting 
on Wednesday, March 6, 1968. Thomas S. Lydon was elected 
chairman and Donald M. Kuhn, clerk. Henry J. Lewandowski is 
the third member of the board. 


Regular meetings were held on Mondays from January through 
April 22 and on Wednesdays from May 1 through the end of the 
year.

REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


i Board of Selectmen 
_ Millis, Massachusetts 


_ Gentlemen: 


___ I began my service as counsel for the town of Millis on April 1, 
_ 1968. This is a report of the discharge of my duties from that 
_ date to the present. 


_ In the month of November, 1968, a final decree was entered in 
_ the case of Maremont Corporation vs. Town of Millis thereby 
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dee 4 
terminating that legal action. It is hoped and anticipated that that — 
decree may serve as a basis for an agreement with said Maremont | 
Corporation relative to taxes for subsequent years. 


A rash of applications for permits to build apartment houses in 
the town of Millis resulted in several appeals from the decisions 
of the zoning board of appeals. These cases currently pending 
before the Norfolk County Superior Court are Cassidy ys. Millis 
Zoning Board of Appeals, Harcovitz vs. Millis Zoning Board of 
Appeals, Laurel Development ys. Millis Zoning Board of Appeals 
and Winiker vs. Millis Zoning Board of Appeals. Demurrers and 
preliminary motions have been argued on some of these cases but 
a trial on the merits has been delayed because of the severe backlog 
that exists in the superior court. 


The case of Eden Developers Inc. vs Water Commissioners, 
Town of Millis, has been heard in the Norfolk County Superior — 
Court and has been referred to the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial — 
Court for determination. Action on that matter has been delayed, — 
however, because of the possibility of compromise. 


Several alleged violations of the by-laws of the town of Millis 
have been referred to my office by your board for action. Several } 
have been settled amicably and others are the subject matter of : 
pending criminal complaints. 


I have spent many hours with the problem of the alleged invalid- 
ity of the 1968 annual town meeting and though much of that 
warrant has been validated by subsequent special town meetings, 
legislation has been filed to validate it in its entirety. I expect that 
legislation to be enacted early in the 1969 session of the Massachu- 
setts Legislature. 


During the year 1968 I have given advice and legal opinions, not _ 
only to your board, but to the zoning board of appeals, the planning ’ 
board, the board of library trustees, the town accountant, the tax — 
collector, the school committee, the tree warden, the board of water 
commissioners, the board of sewer commissioners, the board of _ 
welfare, the board of assessors, the board of health, building in- 


spector and the personnel committee.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The year 1968 was a very busy one for your highway department. 
In addition to its regular routine work, several other projects were 
completed. 


1. Morse Avenue was accepted as a town way at the regular 
town meeting on March 11, 1968. It has been widened, 
graveled, graded and received one coat of liquid asphalt. 


2. The sidewalk on Main Street from Spring Street to Plain 
Street has been completed. Other existing sidewalks in need 
of repair were resurfaced as follows: Daniels St., Main St. 
from Adams St. to Dover Rd., part of Plain St. and Pleasant 
St. 


3. In late March heavy rain and melting snow caused the 
Charles River and Bogastow Brook to overflow their banks 
and many streets were flooded. Traffic had to be rerouted; 
109 eastbound over Dover Rd., Forest Rd. and Route 115, 
traffic to Norfolk via Pleasant St., Causeway St. via Orchard 
St. Island Rd. was completely impassable so that the town 
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disposal area was inaccessible at that time. Through the 
efforts of Mr. Henry Lewandowski the town of Medfield 
allowed Millis residents to use its dump. Also, the town wells — 
were in danger of being flooded so the highway department 
hauled many loads of fill to build a dike around the wells — 


4, Under a special bond issue, 900 feet of 12-inch drainage pipe F 
has been installed on Forest Rd. and Bow St. This will elimin-— 
ate a flooding condition that existed on Bow St. 


5. Plain Street was resurfaced with approximately 900 tons of ; 
hot top under a sewer department contract and the super-— 
vision of the superintendent of streets. 


CHAPTER 81 funds were used for the maintenance of all town : 
accepted streets. ; 


The following streets received a liquid asphalt application with — 
a sand cover totaling approximately 20,000 gallons of asphalt: — 
Acorn St., Farm St., Myrtle St., Pleasant St., Spencer St., Dyer St. 
Village St., Bow St., Larch Rd. and Clewes Rd. ; 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE funds were used to apply 1346 : 
tons of “mix in place” material to smooth out rough and out-of-— 
shape surfaces on Middlesex St., Pleasant St. and Norfolk Rd. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION funds were used to complete — 
the slope work on the first section of Dover Rd. including loaming, — 
grading and seeding. Twelve hundred feet of wall was moved — 
and rebuilt. The drainage work has started on the second section — 
of Dover Rd. from Eden St. to Island Rd. i 


SNOW ACCOUNT funds were used to control seven storms : 
which deposited forty-four inches of snow. There were eight storms — 
of light snow of one inch or less and five storms of freezing rain. — 
Some 420 tons of salt and 1700 tons of sand were used to control 
these storms. 


We wish to acknowledge with regret the retirement of J. T. 
Harold Moore, who gave nearly 20 years of faithful and devoted — 
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service to the Millis Highway Department. His devotion to duty 
and his dependability will long be remembered by his fellow 
workers and the community.

During the school year the Princpals were present, by invitation, 
to discuss personnel, programs, preliminary budgets, and curricula. 4 

Behind-the-wheel, an important phase of the Driver Education 
Program, has been continued after school hours for the fourth con- 
secutive year. We are grateful to the Fred C. Browne Ford Agency — 
of Walpole for making two cars available for this purpose. 


Other youth and adult programs initiated, planned, and operated — 
by the School Committee include the Summer Recreational Program 
which offers swimming and safety instruction at the Ashland State Park, 
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as well as supervised playground activity in the Town Park; Evening 
Practical Arts Programs for adults. Courses are planned to meet the 
interests of the community. An Advisory Committee cooperates in this 
program. Millis offered two adult evening classes in typing and art. 
‘As the interest is expressed it is hoped that the evening program will 
expand. 


In keeping with School Committee policy, bids are prepared, ad- 
vertised, and publicly opened by the School Committee for the follow- 
ing purchases and contracts: bus, supplies, equipment, fuel, milk, bread, 
typewriters, etc. 


Special attention is given to the maintenance of school buildings 
and grounds, not only during the school year, but during the summer 
as well. 


Pupil insurance is offered on a voluntary basis to parents. Because 
of the numbers involved the rates are reasonable and serious considera- 
tion about participation in the program should be given by parents. 
At the opening of school each year, information concerning the pro- 
fram is made available. All claims to date have been honored which 
are in keeping with the coverage offered by the policy. 


The Committee continues to serve as co-sponsor of the Brownies, 
Cub Scouts, Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts, Explorers, and the Knightsmen 
Drum and Bugle Corps. 


The Committee has endorsed the participation in the local school 
System in many federal supported programs which included: Public 
Law 89-10 Titles I, IJ, and ITI projects, and National Defense Education 
Act programs. Details relating to these will be found in the Superin- 
tendent’s and Principals’ reports. It is certain that by participation in 
these programs the Millis Public Schools have been able to extend their 
educational programs not only during the school year but during the 
summer. 


% The Committee is aware that much effort is exerted by the offices of 
_ the Superintendent and Principals for these programs to materialize. 


The Committee voted that Robert W. McDonough would be the 

delegate at the annual meeting of the Massachusetts Association of 

_ School Committees which was held at the Belmont Hotel, Harwich, 

in October. He and Superintendent Dr. George C. Roy attended this 

_ convention. The Committee maintains an active membership in the 
_ Area II School Committee Association.

‘At the junior high school level, the student works in those areas

__ At this level, the student is given the basic letter writing skills, funda- 
_ mentals of outlining, and preparation of book reports. Literature is, 
_ also, an important part of the junior high school English curriculum. 


On the senior high school level, study in the various English areas 
is continued; however, the material is studied in greater depth and 
the student is introduced to broader concepts. While grammar is a

REPORT OF THE JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL

A curriculum, by its own nature, must be ever-changing. Only 
through evaluation can a curriculum be meaningful. Many values are 
imparted daily in an indirect, intangible manner that must carry over 
into adult living. The method of presentation of all subject matter 
within the curriculum, obviously, can not be presented in this report. 


New approaches to art on the Junior High School level have been 
through the media of sculpture and Op Art-Visual Motions Projects. 
Craftsmanship is stressed so that the finished product is of greater 
guality at the high school level. 


In Industrial Arts, considerable time is being devoted to develop- 
ing project ideas and evaluating the use of modern industrial methods. 
Students are encouraged to become involved in the use of audio- 
visuals, extra-curricular projects and in consumer orientation. Emphasis 
has also been placed on tool making, forging, heat-treating and metal- 
lurgy. 


In the social studies program on the high school level, emphasis 
is being placed on encouraging students to analyze rather than digest 
historical material. 

The library department continues to adjust to the curriculum 


_ changes. In addition to fulfilling the requests of teachers relative to 
Teference materials, the department also serves the Staff and students 
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in their search for information and selection of books for supplements 
reading. Library orientation and instructional classes are conduct h 
and then followed by a workshop period to enable students to begin 
library assignments. 


The Guidance Department continues to function in its role as a 
service to students. The guidance statistics for the class of 1968 are: 
four-year college (36%); two-three year Junior College or nursing” 
(15% ); one-two year hairdressing, L.P.N. Training, technical, secretarial 
schools (7%); Service (11%); employment (23%): miscellaneous (8%) 


Millis Junior-Senior High School is an accredited member of the |

Lengthily has the pedia- 
trician stressed the differing physical growth rates among children of 
differing skeletal configuration. Likewise has the educator voiced his 


_ ceoneérn over their intellectual differences and the need to adapt the 
~ curriculum to the child. 


Notable among the many steps being taken to personalize instruc- 


tion is the continuation of the federally funded Electronic Lab Project. 
_ Basically this equipment involves the use of a tri-chanelled wireless 
_ transmitter that directs prepared material to three ability groups within 
a single classroom. Each pupil station is equipped with a set of head- 


phones and a selector switch which allows him to receive whichever 


| teacher-prepared program best meets his needs. This rather successful 
' attempt at individualizing instruction noticeably increases a pupil’s 
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ability to listen, a waning skill among today’s youth, and retain wi é 
has been presented. To measure this latter element, the pupil is p 
sented with a series of teacher designed pupil activity sheets. Exp 
ments into additional subject areas other than the language arts 
planned for the future.

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MEDICAL DEPARTMENT 


Jacob J. Zalvan, M. D., Director 


The Medical Department, like the remainder of the Millis Schools 
divisions, finds its work load increasing with the ever increasing 
Student population. This year we were unable to complete our annual 
physical examinations and we shall have to carry over part of our 
assignment to the second semester. Our goal, in its entirety, includes 
the physical examination of all the students in the third and sixth 
grades of the Elementary Schools and the ninth and twelfth year 
elasses of the Junior-Senior High School, plus the new entrants of the 
Kindergarten class, plus certification of all students wishing to par- 
ticipate in sports. To this we add the medical care of all the athletes 
including personal attendance at all home football games and being 
on call for all other games. 


The most common physical defects remain the same — throat, 
teeth, nutrition, posture. Thankfully, defects of teeth and throat are 
being well taken care of. We are hopeful that nutrition and posture 
can be improved by efforts of the physical education classes. Other 
ehronic defects — heart trouble, spinal defects, diabetes, asthma — 
are being followed up for possible remedial measures. In athletics we 
had a few serious injuries that responded well to treatment. With the 
Eind cooperation of the Millis Board of Health we completed clinics 
for immunization against Diphtheria, Tetanus, Whooping Cough, Mea- 
sles and Poliomyelitis. (State Law now requires certification of these 
immunizations before entry into school). With the threat of a “flu” 
epidemic, the Board of Health provided all Town and School personnel 
with Immunization, first, with polyvalent vaccine and, later, when it 
became available, with the Hong Kong strain. Immunization with 
mumps vaccine is planned for the near future. 


Mrs. Jeanne Prue, R.N., with her assistants, who has taken over 
the superlative efforts of our former nurse, Myrtle Coldwell, R.N., is 
doing an excellent job. We now wish to thank our nurses, the faculty, 
the School Department, the Millis Board of Health and the towns- 
people for their assistance and cooperation.
